their own organizations. I feel quite competent 
to make the assertion, that, were it not for these 
independent Socities, the British and Foreign Anti- 
Slavery Suciety would do less than they do now on 
the sulject of the American Slavery. “They, know, 
that if they do not meddle with it, the other Soci- 
eties will, hence they feel compelled to» take some 
action,though after all it is done in such a manner, 
as tomake the public Lelieve that they do some- 
thing, when all the time their private acts, as in 
my own case, destroy their public acts. The Man- 
chester Anti-Slavery League, the Leeds Anti- 
clety, andthe Bristul Ladies Anti-Sla- 
very Society, are among the most efficient Societies 
in England, and are established forthe purpose cf 
action, which shalltell directly upon the system 
of Slavery, especially in the United States.” The 
promoters of these Socities are chiefly friends of 
the American Anti-Slavery Society,and they co-ope- 
rate with that Society, because they believe it to be 
the most active and successful onc 
in America.

(fellowship or connection with slaveholders, or or 
ganizations having complicity with slaveholding.
